Hi All, 

K4JSI operated 1B QRP in FD 2001. Due to other commitments, I ended up 
with about 7 hours operating time. 112 search and pounce QSOs went into the 
log on 80 thru 15 meters. 

I got the antenna up on Friday afternoon, leaving the office early, but 
not so early as to start preparations before 1400 UTC. Operation from the 
back yard was about all I could manage this year. Did this by "tree fishing" 
- a spin casting combination along with my elastic band powered launcher. 
The antenna itself was a multiband dipole which I'd made many years ago. It 
consists of a 135 foot antenna with sections clipped in or out across 
insulators to produce dipoles on 80 thru 15. 

The real "Retro" part of the show was use of my HW-8. This was enhanced 
by use of Cannon, high impedance headphones. But they were fairly modern; 
use of Alnico magnets was proclaimed on the headpieces. Cannon was located 
in Springwater, NY when these were made. The keying was courtesy of a Tick 
packaged up by Whiterook, and a Vibroplex Brass Racer paddle. 

I did manage to snag VE5NN and unsuccessfully chased WOCQC for a while 
near the end of FD. The 7 hours of operation took the starch out of both a 
small Gates Cyclon and a 2.5 AH Yuasa 12 volt gel cell battery.

My hint would be to treat the toroid that you want to split like glass: 
score a line across the center then snap it over an edge. Should give 
you a nice clean break that you can tidy up with a file/glass paper.
